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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "the external layers", and "the essential 
portions" in section "a)", in claim one. There is insufficient antecedent basis for the 
above limitations in the claim. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 2 recites the limitations "the pressure side of a blade", and "the suction 
side of a blade" in claim 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. Moreover, claim 2, the term "fresh prepeg" renders the claim indefinite and 
vague, because there is no definitional guideline in the specification as to the meaning or 
scope of the term "fresh". 

The recited claims are replete with 112 2 nd paragraph issues making the 
claims extremely difficult to comprehend. It is strongly suggested for applicant to 
amend the claims to make them conform to the US claim drafting practice. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: The further defining of 
prepreg as "reinforcing fibers pre-impregnated with resin" is redundant, and unnecessary. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Several of the limitations taught by claim 1 are well known in the art (separate 
assembly, imidization, reinforcement fibers, molding, and curing). For example, Munk et 
al. U.S. Patent No. 6,036,900 teaches imidizing a high temperature, fiber reinforced 
composite, followed by molding and curing (Abstract). However Munk fails to address 
the separate assembly, the external layers, as well the overall structure of the composite 
the applicant is producing. There was no prior art found which could justifiable provide 
motivation to combine all of the limitations of claim 1 , while incorporating, the particular 
structure provided by the applicant, (an outer and inner platform (3, 4) connected to each 
other by a full blade (2a & 2b), which is then modified by the addition of external layers, 
and molded/cured.
